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AN  OPEN  LETTER 


My  Dear  Brethren  and  Sisters: 

I  would  like  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the 
Mission  Presidency,  to  the  Supervisors  of  the  Mission  Auxiliary 
organisations,  to  the  Transvaal  District  Presidency,  to  all  the  Branch 
Presidents  in  the  Transvaal,  and  to  all  of  you  wonderful  members  who 
have  travelled  so  far  to  be  present  at  this  Farewell.  I  am  greatly 
honoured  that  you  would  come  and  want  you  to  know  that  your  pre- 
sence here  is  deeply  appreciated.  Last,  but  not  least,  I  would  like  to 
express  my  appreciation  to  those  with  whom  I  have  worked  in  the  build- 
ing programme  during  the  last  four  years. 

I  think  it  is  fitting  at  this  meeting  that  I  should  report  to  you  of 
my  stewardship  while  I  have  had  the  high  honour  to  preside  over  the 
South  African  Mission.  When  we  arrived  in  1960,  the  mission  had  6 
buildings  and  a  membership  of  approximately  2,800  people. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  First  Presidency,  it  was  our  privilege  to 
introduce  what  has  become  known  as  "The  New  Era"  in  missionary 
work  to  the  South  African  Mission.  Perhaps  you  could  get  some  idea 
of  the  effectiveness  of  this  inspired  programme  if  I  were  to  say  that  in 
the  first  seven  months  of  1960,  the  missionaries  had  baptized  into  the 
church  a  total  of  94  people.  After  introduction  to  the  New  Era  methods, 
the  same  group  of  missionaries  baptised  496  people  into  the  church  in 
the  last  five  months  of  the  year. 

Since  then  we  have  seen  the  membership  continue  to  grow  as  this 
programme  has  become  better  understood  and  more  effective.  Again  in 
1960  the  membership  stood  at  approximately  2,800.  In  1964,  the  member- 
ship is  approximately  5,000. 

We  feel  so  blessed  in  the  calibre  of  people  that  have  joined  the 
church  during  the  last  four  years  and  who  have  gained  fellowship  with 
the  wonderful  people  who  had  joined  the  church  in  previous  years. 
Although  the  membership  is  not  quite  doubled,  the  tithes  have  more 
than  doubled.  I  am  also  grateful  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  members 
of  this  mission  have  carried  their  full  welfare  burdens  through  the  fast 
offering  and  have  been  able  to  contribute  a  modest  amount  to  the 
General  Fast  Offering  Funds  of  the  Church. 

During  the  past  four  years  the  members  have  paid  into  the  branch 
Building  Funds  a  sum  exceeding  all  the  building  funds  collected  in  the 
history  of  the  mission  since  it  was  opened. 

I  am  also  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  never  to  my  knowledge 
have  the  members  been  more  prosperous,  more  secure  in  their  employ- 
ment, and  never  has  there  been  a  greater  manifestation  of  unity  and 
faith  in  the  church  than  at  the  present  time. 

I  look  back,  also,  upon  our  Youth  Conventions  as  some  of  the  high- 
lights of  our  mission.  We  will  all  remember  with  such  pleasure  the  pro- 
ductions of  "Promised  Valley",  "Papa  and  the  Playhouse",  and  last 
year  "Bellamy".  It  has  been  wonderful  for  us  to  see  approximately  800 
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ol  our  young  people  assemble  in  the  Transvaal  from  all  parts  of  the 
mission  to  spend  lour  days  in  drama,  art,  speech  contests,  sporting 
events,  a  lovely  ball,  and  climaxed  by  the  wonderful  meetings  held  on 
the  Sabbath. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  building  programme  which  we  have  been  per- 
mitted to  carry  on  under  the  blessings  of  the  First  Presidency.  All  or 
some  work  has  been  done  on  19  different  chapels  in  the  mission.  New 
chapels  have  been  completed  in  East  London.  Pietermaritzburg.  Wel- 
kom,  Pretoria,  Benoni,  Krugersdorp.  Bulawayo.  Salisbury  and  the  chapel 
in  Kitwe  will  be  completed  in  September.  In  addition  we  have  remo- 
deled Ramah  and  the  chapel  at  Durban.  The  Springs  Chapel  is  now 
in  the  course  of  being  remodeled.  Plans  are  now  approved  for  the  re- 
building of  the  Mowbray  chapel.  Construction  is  underway  in  Vere?ni2- 
ing.  Ground  has  been  broken  in  Primrose  and  Carletonville.  In  addi- 
tion to  this  we  have  plans  submitted  for  a  chapel  in  Klerksdorp; 
ground  has  been  purchased  in  Bellville  and  we  have  authority  to  buy 
ground  in  Kimberley  and  have  requested  permission  to  purchase  a 
chapel  site  in  Gwelo,  Southern  Rhodesia. 

We  also  have  a  proposal  to  submit  to  the  First  Presidency  for  a 
District  Centre  in  the  Transvaal  which  will  be  adequate  to  handle  our 
conferences  and  will  be  a  District  Centre  for  all  activities  of  the  Trans- 
vaal District.  In  addition  to  this  we  feel  highly  honoured  that  we  were 
able  to  purchase  and  furnish  a  lovely  new  Mission  Home  for  the  South 
African  Mission.  We  hope  the  dignity  and  charm  of  this  home  will  bless 
the  mission  for  many  years  to  come.  We  wish  to  say  that  we  have  spent 
four  happy  and  rewardmg  years  as  its  tenants. 

These  are  some  of  the  tangible  rewards  that  we  have  experienced 
during  the  past  four  years.  We  feel,  however,  that  there  has  been  a 
great  upsurge  in  the  faith  and  devotion  of  the  members  and  this  we 
feel  is  our  greatest  reward. 

It  is  perhaps  fitting  at  this  time  that  we  should  project  a  little  into 
the  future  and  try  to  outline  what  we  feel  the  road  ahead  holds  for  the 
South  African  Mission.  We  take  our  leave  with  many  tasks  unfinished. 
We  leave  them  to  other  hands. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  will  be  to  build  and  strengthen  the 
branches  and  their  members  and  to  help  each  one  "catch  the  vision" 
of  this  great  work  so  that  they  may  not  only  find  their  place  in  our 
Heavenly  Father's  Kingdom,  but  may  remain  true  and  faithful  for  the 
balance  of  their  lives. 

There  is  the  task  of  completing  the  building  programme  and  pre- 
paring each  chapel  for  dedication  to  the  Lord.  I  hope  there  will  come 
into  the  Mission  Field  a  spirit  of  dedication  which  will  encourage  every 
member  not  to  slacken  in  the  tasks  until  every  loan  and  debt  on  the 
buildings  has  been  retired,  and  all  of  them  then  ready  to  be  dedicated 
to  the  Lord  as  houses  of  worship. 

The  task  to  build  up  and  strengthen  the  Brotherhood  of  the  priest- 
hood throughout  the  mission  lies  unfinished.  We  have  made  a  start  in 
this  direction  in  the  gathering  of  what  we  have  termed  the  "Brother- 
hood Fund".  This  fund  will  enable  the  priesthood  brethren  to  assist 
some  of  their  members  in  a  tangible  way  should  they  fall  upon  evil 
times.  And  I  have  said  repeatedly  that  I  envisage  the  Brotherhood  of 
the  priesthood  as  a  saving  force  in  the  world.  The  task  of  uniting  them 
in  a  bond  of  fellowship  which  cannot  be  broken  has  yet  to  be  achieved. 

I  feel  one  of  the  important  tasks  we  have  yet  to  do,  perhaps  this 
IS  a  never-ending  task  and  is  handed  from  generation  to  generation,  is 
to  strengthen  the  youth  of  the  church  so  that  they  will  keep  the  faith. 
I  hope  that  every  member  of  the  church  will  so  teach  their  children  that 
not  one  of  them  will    ever  wander  away.  I    hope  within  these  lovely

ECEPTION 


MANY  deceptions  are  prevalent 
throughout  the  world  today 
with  regard  to  the  Mormon  people 
and  their  beliefs.  Momons  are 
hailed  as  non-Christian;  they  are 
denounced  for  denying  the  belief 
in  a  trinitarian  God;  and  they  are 
belittled  for  a  supposed  disregard 
of  the  Holy  Bible.  That  these 
things  are  not  true  seems  to 
diminish  their  frequency  of  report 
in  no  degree  at  all.  But  the 
greatest  and  gravest  deception  of 
all  is  the  belief  that  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  is  just  another  church, 
another  sect  in  the  great  variety  of 
Christian  Churches  abounding  in 
thiese  latter  times  upon  the  earth. 
No  deception  could  have  graver 
consequences  nor  could  any  im- 
pression   be    more    fallacious. 

The  organisation  and  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Church  was 
neither  an  accident  nor  an  experi- 
ment. It  was  rather  heralded  by 
angels  and  awaited  by  ancient 
prophets.  Prophecies  regarding  its 
restoration  were  iterated  by  the 
Saviour  himself  on  many  occa- 
sions and  also  by  his  apostles  who 
lived  after  him.  The  actual  bodily 
restoration  of  the  organisation  was 
accomplished  with  the  assistance 
of  heavenly  messengers  and  by 
divine  revelation:  attestation  was 
made  in  the  form  of  many  direct 
manifestations  from  our  Heavenly 
Father,  and  with  the  coming  forth 
of  a  new  book  of  scripture,  the 
Book  of  Mormon. 

If  these  things  are  true,  and 
we  believe  they  are,  then  the 
Mormon  Church  should  possess 
more  power  than  any  other  organi- 
sation in  the  world.  That  this  is 
so,  is  a  truism  which  has  largely 
gone  ignored  in  the  world  of  today, 
and  even  goes  unrecognised  by 
many  of  the  members  of  the 
Mormon   Church. 

Unlike  the  majority  of  Christian 
churches  who  found  their  strength 
On  an  educated  and  selected  few, 


the  Mormon  Church  build  its 
strength  into  its  body.  Each  in- 
dividual member  bases  his  actions 
upon  a  strong  conviction  that  the 
Mormon  faith  is  true.  This  con- 
viction is  so  deeply  ingrained  that 
he  can  in  no  wise  deny  it  or  act 
contrary  to  its  principles.  Conse- 
quently the  Mormon  strength 
comes  from  each  individual  adher- 
ing to  those  principles  and  refus- 
ing, to  compromise  them.  The 
result  is  a  force  which  the  world 
at  large  has  yet  to  recognise  as 
fully   as  some  day  it  must. 

The  Mormons  play  for  keeps. 
They  are  here  to  stay,  and  will 
play  an  ever  increasingly  impor- 
tant role  in  the  destiny  and  the 
affairs  of  the  earth.  Great  mer>. 
kings,  princes,  presidents,  and 
rulers  of  all  countries  will  yet 
hearken  to  the  advice  of  the 
Mormon  Elders.  Because  of  its 
very  foundation  and  basis,  built 
as  it  is  upon  the  testimonies  of 
millions  of  people,  the  Mormon 
Church'  will  stand  its  ground  and 
never  give  an  inch  on  anv  of  its 
precepts.  In  this  wav  and  for  this 
reason,  it  will  remain  unchanged, 
but  simply  growing  and  gaining  in 
momentum  for  the  re^t  of  the  days 
of  this  earth. 

Leaders  in  religious  circles,  as 
well  as  political  and  scientific 
circles,  are  beeinnm?  to  be  aware 
of  the  importance  of  Momonism 
and  its  role  in  the  lives  of  nations. 
Several  Presidents  of  the  United 
States,  including  President  John- 
son, have  spoken  with  the  leaders 
of  the  Church  and  asked  their 
advice  on  serious  matters.  Many  of 
the  leaders  of  the  Church  have  had 
prominent  positions  in  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  and  of 
Canada  as  well.  Kings,  premiers, 
and  rulers  of  other  countries  have 
likewise  taken  account  of  this 
movement  and  it  was  Count  Leo 
Tolstoi,  the  great  Russian  author 
and  statesman,  who  prophesied 
that,  if  Mormonism  could  endure

AN  ENSIGN  IS  ERECTED 


President    SnOw   was   among 
the  many  speakers. 

AS  an  ensign  atop  a  hill  signi- 
fies the  presence  of  some 
worthy  society,  so  also  a  new  cha- 
pel which  surmounts  a  rise  in 
Monument  Township  in  Krugers- 
dorp  signifies  the  permanence  of  a 
branch  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  in 
that  locality.  After  eighteen 
months  of  continued  labour  and 
fund  raising  projects,  the  Krugers- 
dorp  Branch  proudly  opened  its 
chapel  on  Sunday  afternoon,  the 
30th  of  August,  1964. 

Hundreds  upon  hundreds  of  visi- 
tors from  the  surrounding  areas, 
and  as  far  away  as  Durban, 
swelled  the  ranks  of  the  small  but 
firm  nucleus  which  calls  Krugers- 
dorp  home,  and  filled  the  chapel 
and  culture  hall  to  overflowing. 
These  visitors  were  treated  to  a 
wonderful  experience,  as  they 
beard  speakers  and  singers  that 
had  their  whole  hearts  in  the 
building  and  its  full  significance. 

The  building  itself  has  many 
distinctive  features  and  beautiful 
details.  In  the  chapel  proper,  one 
faces  a  beautifully  curved  front 
wall  of  stone  work  that  is  at  once 
striking  and  restfull.  The  white 
ceiling  is  also  unique,  in  that  it 
presents  an  image  of  softness  by 


means  of  its  large  "corrugation" 
effect.  The  simplicity  of  the  chapel 
is  nowhere  denied  and  yet  its  rich- 
ness is  everywhere  attested. 

Sporting  a  cultural  hall  large 
enough  for  almost  any  occasion, 
the  chapel  also  boasts  four  class- 
rooms, a  lounge,  a  Relief  Society 
room,  a  Branch  President's  office, 
and  a  kitchen.  These  rooms  are 
all  outfitted  most  appropriately 
for  their  designated  use.  Speakers 
in  many  of  the  rooms,  and  also  in 
the  foyer,  allow  the  music  and 
speeches  to  be  enjoyed  throughout 
the  building. 

As  functional  as  it  is  beautiful, 
the  chapel  has  a  minimum  of  up- 
keep involved  in  its  structure  and 
a  maximum  of  intended  usage.  At 
the  same  time  that  the  chapel 
commands  a  magnificent  view  of 
the  surrounding  area,  it  is  also 
easily  visible  by  the  people  for 
miles  around.  The  pointed  copper 
spire,  capped  by  a  shiny  silvery 
sphere,  attracts  the  eye  of  the 
motorist  as  he  drives  along  the 
main  road  into  Krugersdorp. 
Should  the  traveller  make  the 
short  trip  from  the  highway  to  the 
chapel,  be  will  there  be  con- 
fronted by  a  beautiful  brick  build-

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ing  a  great  portion  of  whose  fa- 
cade is  enhanced  by  the  applica- 
tion of  cinder  blocks  in  a  grill- 
work  fashion.  The  chapel  features 
yellow  stained  -  glass  windows, 
which  vary  in  the  degree  of  their 
tint,  being  darkest  at  the  bottom 
and  lightest  near  the  top  of  the 
window  frame.  A  great  amount  of 
stone  work  in  and  about  the  foyer 
attracts  the  attention  of  the  indi- 
vidual, leading  him  gently  into 
this  house  of  rest  and  worship. 
From  this  spacious  foyer  all  rooms 
in  the  church  itself  may  be  easily 
reached. 

But  on  this  Sunday,  this  special 
Sunday  in  the  history  of  the 
Krugersdorp  Branch,  all  of  these 
rooms  were  put  to  their  test.  Dur- 
ing the  afternoon  opening  service 
people  flocked  into  the  chapel,  in- 
to the  lounge,  and  into  the  recrea- 
tion hall  by  the  hundreds.  Late- 
comers were  forced  to  sit  on  the 
stage  in  the  back  of  the  cultural 
hall,  if  indeed  they  could  find 
room  even  there.  Conservative  esti- 
mates put  the  attendance  at  over 
600  people,  and  those  who  mana- 
ged to  wangle  seats  in  the  chapel 
itself  felt  themselves  rewarded  in- 
deed for  their  early  arrivals. 

Many  were  the  people  who  spoke 
to  us,  and  varied  the  messages 
which  they  left.  But  all,  of  course, 
held  one  central  theme:  A  home 
is  born.  In  keeping  with  the  at- 
mosphere   of    having    achieved    a

milestone,  most  of  the  speakers 
fell  into  a  state  of  reminiscence. 
We  listened  to  many  of  the  strug- 
gles which  these  people  have  had. 
many  of  the  experiences  through 
which  they  have  passed.  We  heard 
faith  promoting  stories,  humour- 
ous incidents,  and  examples  of 
dogged  determination.  And  as  all 
these  stories  were  put  together,  as 
one  blended  into  the  next,  we  were 
presented  with  a  total  picture  of 
how  this  church  came  to  be. 

We  feel  honoured  to  have  been 
there  amongst  these  worthy 
Saints;  we  feel  honoured  to  have 
mingled  with  them,  to  have  par- 
taken of  the  spirit  of  their  day  of 
days.  A  handful  of  Saints  have 
performed  a  wonderful  work.  They 
ha^'e  not  only  dreamed  and  seen 
a  chapel  come  to  life,  they  have 
also  worked  diligently  to  see  that 
chapel  completed.  They  have 
raised  funds  so  that  that  chapel  is 
now  free  from  debt,  and  totally 
paid  for.  And  we  salute  them  for 
their  labours.  With  strength  such 
as  this,  what  force  can  hold  back 
the  progress  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints? 

And  another  phase  of  our  build- 
ing operations  here  in  South 
Africa  has  now  begun.  On  Satur- 
day, the  15th'  of  August,  a  group 
of  about  50  people  were  seen 
gathering  on  a  vacant  lot  on  Web- 
ber Road  in  Germiston.  Here  they 
held  sway  with  shovels  and 
dreams,  and  here  they  conducted 
a   ground-breaking    ceremony    for 
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yet  another  chapel.  Speaking  on 
this  occasion  were  President  Nor- 
bury,  President  Alldredge,  Presi- 
dent Snow,  President  Powrie,  Bro- 
ther Gerard  Meyer,  the  architect, 
and  many  others  of  the  branch 
and  the  district.  But  the  highlight 
itself  came  of  course  when  Presi- 
dent Alldredge  and  President 
Snow  took  shovels  in  hand  and 
broke  the  sod.  A  lot  of  work  lies 
ahead,  and  a  lot  of  patient  wait- 
ing; but  the  dream  is  in  the  hop- 
per now,  and  the  time  will  soon  be 
here  when  this  chapel  is  also 
ready  to  be  opened.  The  beautiful 
site,  right  on  the  main  road,  and 
on  top  of  a  rise  at  that,  will  be 
just  the  proper  spot  for  a  chapel 
as  was  outlined  to  us  that  day  and

we  all  look  forward  to  this,  another 
proof  that  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  is  here  to  stay. 


EDITOR'S  PAGE  (Continued  from  page 
until  the  fourth  generation  un- 
modified, it  would  become  the 
greatest  force  the  world  had  ever 
seen.  Thus,  if  Mormonism  main- 
tains itself,  it  will  shape  the 
destiny  of  the  earth  more  than 
anything  else  in  these  latter  days. 

And  Mormonism,  because  of  its 
strength,  will  maintain  itself.  It 
is  impossible  for  Mormonism  to 
compromise  its  principles,  for  it 
is  based  on  a  revealed  truth  and 
we  cannot  deny  that  revelation 
once  it  has  been  given  to  us.  This 
feature  of  determination,  of  stub- 
borness,  is  what  makes  the 
Mormon  position  so  strong.  We 
cannot  and  will  not  compromise 
good  with  evil. 

Joseph  Smith  refused  to  do  that, 
although  it  cost  him  his  life.  At 
any  time  he  might  have  saved  that 
life,  if  he  had  simply  compromised. 
So   also,    we   as   a   people    cannot

compromise  our  principles  and 
convictions,  although  it  might  give 
us  greater  comfort  and  ease  were 
we  to  do  so.  We  cannot  deny  what 
we  know  is  true:  we  cannot  fail 
to  live  those  things  that  we  know. 
Although  as  individuals  we  may 
have  weaknesses,  together  we  have 
only  strength  and  the  Mormon 
Church  is  here  to  stay.  It  will 
never  be  taken  from  the  earth. 
This  Church  is  not  another  sect: 
it  is  not  another  church  among  the 
many:  it  is  not  a  man's  organisa- 
tion and  doomed  as  most  of  the 
things  of  man  are  doomed.

He 
is  doing  things  here  that  you  do 
not  comprehend."  If  we  do  not 
fully  comprehend  these  things, 
even  less  does  the  world  enter  onto 
a  path  of  understanding  The 
Mormon    Church    is  here   to  stay.

WE  read  in  Mosiah  3:19  "For 
the  natural  man  is  an 
enemy  to  God,  and  has  been  from 
the  fall  of  Adam,  and  will  be  for 
ever  and  ever,  unless  he  yields  to 
the  enticing  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
and  putteth  off  the  natural  man 
and  becometh  a  saint  through  the 
atonement  of  Christ  the  Lord,  and 
becometh  as  a  child,  submissive, 
meek,  humble,  patient,  fuU  of  love, 
willing  to  submit  to  all  things 
which  the  Lord  seeth  fit  to  inflict 
upon  him,  even  as  a  child  doth 
submit  to  his  father." 

Why  is  the  natural  man  an 
enemy  of  God.  and  how  can  he 
change  to  become  a  friend  of  God? 
What  will  happen  to  the  natural 
man  in  the  end  if  he  does  not  yield 
to  the  enticings  of  the  Holy  Spirit? 

God  does  not  like  His  temple  to 
be  dirty,  nor  does  He  like  it  to  be 
destroyed.  He  loves  happiness  and 
is  Himself  not  happy  when  we,  the 
temples  of  His  spirit,  are  unhappy. 

Many  and  varied  are  the  things 
natural  man  indulges  in  to  cause 
his  own  destruction  and  misery, 
and  here  are  but  some  of  them. 
The  use  of  alcohol  and  tobacco, 
which  cause  illness,  untold  un- 
happiness  and  the  destruction  of 
life  and  property.  The  utterance  of 
foul  language  will  almost  certainly 
lead  to  the  breaking  of  the  Com- 
mandment to  hallow  God's  name. 
Disobedience  to  the  laws  of  man 
and  those  of  God  end  in  trouble 
for  the  lawbreakers.  Vanity  pre- 
vents man  from  being  humble  and 
receptive  to  the  promptings  of  the 
Holy  Spirit.  Hatred  of  others  means 


a  loss  of  power  to  forgive,  and 
generates  more  hate,  and  a  desire 
to  be  avenged.  Dishonesty  and  un- 
truthfulness destroy  love  and 
respect  among  men. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the  things 
in  which  natural  man  involves 
himself,  to  the  displeasure  of  God, 
thus  identifying  himself  as  an 
enemy  of  God.  Indulgence  in  these 
things  defiles  and  destroys  the 
temples  of  natural  man's  body. 

Natural  man  can  only  become  a 
friend  of  God  if  he  positively  puts 
off  natural  man  and  becomes  like 
a  child,  with  all  the  qualities  con- 
tained in  the  quotation  from 
Mosiah.  The  Saviour  taught  His 
disciples  that  they  had  "come  out 
of  the  world."  by  reason  of  their 
conversion  to  the  Gospel,  and  He 
therefore  urged  them  to  avoid  those 
wordly  things  which  would  defile 
them  to    destruction. 

The  sense  of  guilt  and  the 
abominations  of  natural  man  will 
cause  him  to  shrink  from  the  pre- 
sence of  the  Lord,  into  a  state  of 
endless  torment  and  misery  from 
whence  he  cannot  return.  Adam 
cannot  be  blamed  for  the  do\\Tifall 
of  natural  man,  because  men  have 
th'9  gift  of  free  agency  and  so  can 
choose  for  themselves.  Man  there- 
fore is  punished  for  his  own  sins, 
and  not  for  the  transgressions  of 
Adam. 

Now  that  you  have  read  this 
short  article,  will  you  not  try  to 
out  off  natural  man  and  enjoy  the 
blessing  that  comes  from  obedience 
to  the  will  of  our  Heavenly  Father?

IMPORTANCE

THE  word  "Primary"  means  original,  fundamental,  first  in  rank, 
and  of  chief  importance.  "Associate"  means  to  join,  to  unite  in 
partnership  for  a  common  purpose.  Primary  is  the  first  real  associa- 
tion that  the  young  Latter-day  Saint  child  has  with  the  Church  and 
its  doctrines,  combined  with  the  general  living  standards  of  the  Church. 
The  lesson  books  and  teaching  aids  are  the  most  comprehensive  and 
finest  in  the  Church. 

When  we  older  ones  were  converted  to  the  gospel,  we  had  a  life- 
time of  mistaken  beliefs  and  erroneous  ideas  behind  us.  We  not  only  had 
to  be  taught  the  gospel  in  its  purity,  but  also  had  to  differentiate 
between  the  new  truth  and  the  old  error.  We  had  to  learn  to  discipline 
ourselves  to  stop  smoking  or  drinking  or  perhaps  swearing,  and  many 
other  small  or  large  flaws  in  our  lives  and  characters.  But  the  child 
who  is  born  mto  or  comes  into  the  Church  early  in  life,  comes  with 
a  clean  or  comparatively  clean  sheet  of  memory  upon  which  the  im- 
portant spiritual   facts   and   teachings   will   be   imprinted. 

Our  adult  mind?  are  rather  like  a  sheet  of  paper  that  has  had 
pencil  scribbling  all  over  it,  which  we  have  to  try  and  erase  before 
we  can  repnnt  the  new  truths  that  we  learn.  But  the  child's  mind 
can  take  a  clear  imprint  upon  a  clean  sheet. 

The  child  comes  into  the  church  meetings  to  learn  facts  and  figures, 
but  also  to  follow  examples.  Therefore  the  Primary  workers  must 
always  be  conscious  of  those  who  are  watching  "My  Teacher",  and 
m.ust  be  aware  of  the  impression  they  are  making  upon  those  young 
minds. 

For  Instance,  the  child  might  well  ask  himself  these  questions: 
"Why  does  not  my  Primary  Teacher  keep  the  Word  of  Wisdom?  Why 
does  she  swear  when  we  are  told  not  to?  Why  doesn't  she  bear  her 
testimony?  Why  does  she  refuse  sacrement?  Why  does  she  quarrel  with 
the  other  members?  Why  does  she  scandal?  Why  does  she  argue  with 
the  Branch   President?" 

Perhaps  they  may  answer  their  own  wonderings  with  this  conclu- 
sion: "Well,  perhaps  these  things  are  not  so  important  after  all. 
Perhaps,  like  the  other  churches,  the  grown-uus  preach  one  thing 
but  practice  another.  So  we  will  need  to  watch  ourselves  while  we 
are  young,  but  ones  we  are  grown  up,  we  can  do  anything  we  like." 
Perhaps  they  reason,  "Our  parents  and  teachers  pick  us  out  for  swear- 
ing, but  they  swear  themselves.  So,  when  we  grow  up,  we  can  too." 

Precept  and  example  add  up  to  preaching  and  teaching,  plus  put- 
ting that  preaching  into  practise. 

I  believe  that  the  Church  would  not  go  to  all  the  expense  and 
effort  that  is  put  into  the  preparation  and  oresentation  of  Primary 
teaching  materials,  if  the  Lord  had  not  impressed  upon  them  the 
primary  imnortance  of  the  Primary  Association. 

Children?  "Of  such  is  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven"  Mathew  19:13-15. 
••Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he  should  go:  and  when  he  is  old,  hb 
will   not  depart  from   it."   Proverbs  22:6. 

Our  teachers  and  leaders  must  prove  by  their  example  that 
they  themselves  sincerely  believe  what  they  teach,  that  they  treasure

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DIE  Boek  van  Mormon  self  bevat  niks  wat  onmoontlik  is  vir  die 
historikus  nie,  of  vii-  iemand  wat  glo  dat  die  Heer  die  lot  van  die 
mensdom  bestuur  nie.  Tog  het  die  wyse  waarop  dit  ontdek  en  vertaal  is 
'n  sekere  mate  van  twyfel  aan  die  egtheid  van  die  boek  laat  ontstaan  en 
dikwels  ook  openlike  vyandigheid  daarteen  veroorsaak. 

Die  inhoud  van  die  Boek  van  Mormon  openbaar  so  'n  rypheid  van 
wysheid  en  so  'n  algehele  beginselgetrouheid  dat  die  opponente  van 
die  boek  aan  die  begin  verklaar  het  dat  Joseph  Smith  'n  manuskrip 
wat  deur  iemand  anders  geskryf  is,  gepubliseer  het;  iemand  wat  ge- 
leerd  was  en  'n  aanleg  vir  die  skryfkuns  gehad  het.  Hierdie  aanklag 
is  ten  voile  weerle  en  word  nou  nie  meer  deur  goed  ingeligte  persone 
gem&ak  nie. 

Gedurende  die  eeu  van  sy  bestaan  is  die  Boek  van  Mormon  deur 
onvriendelikc  kritici  onderhewig  gemaak  aan  'n  byna  aanhoudende 
deurtastende  ondersoek  na  die  egtheid  daarvan.  Iterne  en  eksterne 
bewyse  van  sy  waarheid  is  groter  dan  ooit  tevore.  Tot  dusver  het  dit 
elke  toets  met  sukses  deurgemaak.  Net  'n  paar  in  hiervan  kort  begrip 
aangestip  word,  soos  die  wat  afgelei  word  vun  1.  Getuies;  2.  Beginsel- 
vastheid;  3.  Moderne  Ontdekkings;  4.  Bybelvoorspellings:  5.  Geinspi- 
reerde  inhoud;  6.  "n  Voorgestelde  toets. 

'n  Noukerige  en  breedvoerige  studie  van  hierdie  getuienis  dwing 
die  gevolgtrekking  af  dat  die  Boek  van  Mormon  deur  goddeiike  besiel- 
ing  voortgebring  is. 

Elf  mans,  in  groepe  van  drie  en  ag,  het  skriftelik  getuig  dat  hulle 
die  plate  waarvan  die  Boek  van  Mormon  vertaal  is,  gesien  en  ondersoek 
het.  Hi3rdie  mans  was  opreg,  eerbaar  en  verstandig.  Hoewel  nie  almal 
van  hulle  volgelinge  van  Joseph  Smith  gebly  het  nie,  het  geen  een  van 
hulle  ooit  die  verklaring  ontken  wat  hulle  in  verband  met  die  plate  ge- 
maak het  nie.  Ook  het  nie  een  van  hulle  twyfel  op  hulle  betuigings 
gewerp  deur  voor  te  gee  dat  hulle  miskien  mislei  is  nie.  Almal  van 
hulle  het  geleef  en  gesterf  getrou  aan  hulle  verklaring  dat  die  Boek 
van  Morm.on  vertaal  is  deur  die  gawe  en  mag  van  Gcd,  van  goue 
plate  wat  hulle  self  gesien  het. 

Die  boek  van  Mormon  is  deurgaans  beginseltrou.  Nerens  in  sy 
522  bladsye  weerspreek  dit  sigself  nie.  Verskeie  van  die  vroee  Ameri- 
kaanse  geskiedkundiges  het  die  verslag  op  die  plate  oor  'n  tydperk  van 
bale  eeue  gemaak.  Die  verskillende  skryftrante  van  die  verskillende 
manne  wat  dit  geskryf  het  is  duidelik  merkbaar  in  die  verskillende 
boeke.  So  'n  juiste  beginselgetrouheid  sou  bale  onwaarskynlik  gewees 
het  as  die  ongeskoolde  Joseph  Smith  sell  die  Boek  uit  sy  kop  opgestel 
het.  Die  beginselgetroubaar  van  die  boek  is  'n  daadwerklike  bewys 
van  die  egtheid  daarvan. 

Sedert  die  publikasie  van  die  Boek  van  Mormon  is  die  Amerikaanse 
argeologie  en  etnologie  eintlik  gebore.  Die  ontdekkings  op  hierdie 
wetenskaplike  gebiede  bevestig  op  merkwaardige  wyse  die  waarheid 
van  die  boek. 

Die  Boek  van  Mormon  vertel  die  verhaal  van  die  groot  volksgroepe 
wat  na  di?

Israelit'ese  afkoms  was,  soos  deur  die  Boek  van  Mormon  uiteengesit 
is. 

Die  Boek  van  Mormon  leer  ons  dat  die  Amerikaanse  inboorlinge  af- 
skrifte  van  die  Hebreeuse  heilige  gedenkskrifte  besit  het  en  tydens  die 
tydperk  van  Christus  in  die  Christendom  onderrig  is.  Die  vorm  van  hulle 
godsdiens  was  eers  suiwer  Israelities,  later  Christelik;  albei  het  egter  met 
verloop  van  tyd  bedorwe  geraak.  Wetenskaplike  studio  van  die  godsdiens 
en  gewoontes  van  die  volkere  van  voorhistoriese  Amerika,  soos  in  die 
tempel-  en  stadsruines,  grafte  en  die  huidige  iudiaanse  legendes  en 
gewoontes  gevind  word,  beaam  die  sienswyse  dat  Jehova,  die  Hebreeuse 
God,  onder  die  vroegste  volkere  van  die  Amerikaanse  vasteland 
bekend  was  en  dat  hulle  ook  kennis  gedra  het  van  Christus.

Net  so  het  die  plate  van 
die  Boek  van  Mormon  uit  die  aarde  gekom.  Ander  ewe  merkwaardige 
vocrspellings  oor  die  Boek  van  Mormon  kom  voor  in  die  Bybel.

The  weather  has  been  very  wintry  during  this  month,  but  there 
are  sure  signs  that  Spring  is  not  far  away.  With  the  hope  of  Spring, 
the  whole  Branch  seems  to  be  swinging  into  action."

As  the 
missionary  work  continues  in  this 
West  Rand  town  of  Carletonville, 
the  chapel  becomes  more  and 
more  necessary  each  day.  Accus- 
tomed to  holding  their  meetings 
in  the  home  of  Brother  and  Sister 
Nell,  nonetheless  this  arrange- 
ment is  becoming  less  and  less 
suitable.  There  are  more  members 
now  and  more  investigators  as 
well.  Elder  Keith  Snarr  and  Elder 
Douglas  Ridge  see  to  it  that  inves- 
tigators are  there  each  and  every 
Sunday.  And  one  of  the  recent 
fiTiits  of  their  labours  was  realised 
in  the  July  4th  baptism  of  Walter 
Vernon  Eggers.  This  fine  brother 
will  add  measurablv  to  the  work 
in  this  small  branch. 

Yet  another  addition  to  this 
branch  came  in  the  form  of  a 
baby  son  for  Brother  and  Sister 
Verwey.  Along  with  Sister  Cecilia 
Nell,  we  offer  our  congratulations 
to  the  proud   and  worthy  parents. 

In  another  western  branch,  that 
of  Klerksdorp,  the  dream  of  a 
chapel  is  also  present.

But  most  of  all  they 
will  live  in  it.  At  present,  most  of 
their  activities  are  held  in  private 
homes,  and  although  they  are 
successful,  a  nice  chapel  would 
helD  a  lot.  As  an  example  of  their 
activities,  we  note  that  on  the  8th 
of  August,  the  M.I.A.  held  a 
"Basket  Social"  at  which  the  men 
were  reouired  to  purchase  the  bas- 
kets brought  by  the  women  and 
then  share  the  contents  of  that 
basket  with  its  owner.  A  lot  of 
different  games  were  played  and 
a  lot  of  fun  enjoved.  Most  of  the 
branch,  and  even  two  visitors, 
were  present,  and  a  most  succes.s- 
ful  time  was  had.  The  branch  is 
indebted  to  Brother  and  Sister 
Palmer  for  the  use  of  their  home 
—  but  it  surely  would  have  been 
nice  to  hold  sway  in  a  chapel. 

Other  news  from  the  Klerksdorp 
Branch  includes  the  note  that 
Brother  Smock  has  been  ordained 
a  Teacher.  Sister  Moodie  is  in  the 
hosDital.  recovering  from  an  ope- 
ration and  looking  better  already. 
Her  daughters  have  been  keeping 
the  house  spic  and  span  for  her.

All  these,  and 
some  of  the  missionaries  of  the 
East  Rand  as  well,  add  their  la- 
bours to  thos3  of  the  members  of 
Ramah,  m  causing  the  ranks  of 
this  centrally  located  branch  to 
grow.  And  there  is  sufficient  acti- 
vity in  the  Ramah  Branch  to 
attract  even  the  most  obdurate  of 
investigators.    Ramah  is   alive. 

Relief  Society,  which  has  been 
in  recess,  has  begun  again  —  as  of 
the  30th  of  July.  A  big  programme 
lies  ahead  for  this  session  and 
everyone  is  going  to  be  kept  busy 
with  many  planned  Jumble  Sales.

Other  organisations  going  strong 
at  Ramah  include  the  M.I. A.,  the 
Primary,  and  Genealogy.  This  last 
association  is  going  very  strongly 
and  a  new  course  will  be  offered 
as  of  the  19th  of  August.

Thus  it  was  deemed  ad- 
visable to  try  holding  the  Primary 
classes  on  Sunday  mornings,  at  the 
same  hour  of  the  Priesthood  meet- 
ings. This  experiment  is  still  in  its 
early  stages  and  thus  it  is  too  soon 
to  determine  the  real  benefits  or 
losses  of  this  programme.  But  a 
definite  increase  in  numbers  has 
been  experienced  and  everyone  has 
high  hopes  for  the  eventual  suc- 
cess of  this  attempt  to  offer  the 
children  what  they  need  so  much. 

The  M.I.A.  continues  to  roll 
along,  with  only  a  slight  drop  in 
numbers  due  to  the  recent  cold 
spell.  The  Theme  Presentation 
was  performed  on  the  7th  of  July, 
and  all  those  present  gave  high 
praise  to  those  concerned.  It  was 
well  and  reverently  done.  On  the 
28th  there  was  a  very  good  turn- 
out for  District  Convention  and  a 
most  inspiring  evening  was  en- 
joyed by  a  large  company  of  peo- 
ple present.  It  is  a  thrill  to  hear 
our  young  people  speak  with  such 
conviction   and  fluency. 

This  branch  of  Ramah,  seems  to 
span  the  east  and  west;  the  magic 
bridge  that  some  say  could  never 
exist.  But  let  us  swing  over  into

Known  as  the  "friendly  branch".

buildings  that  have  been  built  they  will  find  a  way  of  life  which  will 
be  theirs  and  which  will  keep  them  securely  in  our  Heavenly  Father  > 
Kingdom.  The  task  of  watching  our  finances  so  that  more  of  our  youth 
can  serve  on  missions  still  lies  ahead.  We  also  have  the  task  of  educat^- 
ing  our  children  so  they  can  take  their  rightful  place  in  the  South 
African  Society.  We  must  educate  every  child  we  have  so  that  they 
will  not  be  handicapped  in  earning  a  proper  living  and  in  rendering 
service  to  his  fellow-citizens. 

In  this  loveliest  of  lands  with  your  lovely  climate  and  beautiful 
flowers,  you  are  beset  with  social  problems  which  will  challenge  the 
best  minds  in  your  society,  I  dream  of  their  being  solved  so  that  all 
elements  which  make  up  the  people  in  this  country  will  find  a  way  of 
living  together  in  peace  and  love  and  harmony.  To  achieve  this  will  take 
the  work  of  a  great  statesman.  I  dream  that  that  great  statesman  is 
growing  up  today  in  one  of  our  Latter-day  Saint  homes.  I  hope  that  he 
will  receive  the  opportunity  to  study  and  tool  up  for  that  task  in  one  of 
the  universities  of  the  land. 

In  America  a  great  deal  of  the  misunderstanding  about  our  people 
has  been  dissipated.  In  South  Africa  some  progress  has  been  made  in 
this  direction.  We  have  yet  a  long  way  to  go.  I  hope  the  day  will  soon 
come  when  our  people  will  be  known  in  the  South  African  Society  as 
the  most  hard-working,  honest,  progressive,  friendliest  people  to  be 
found;  people  that  are  prosperous,  happy,  and  people  that  are  out  of 
debt.   The  full  achievement  of  this  lies  in  the  future. 

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  as  much  as  has  been  accomplished, 
the  main  tasks  lie  ahead.  I  feel  certain  that  during  our  tenure  we  must 
be  classed  among  the  pioneer  Mission  Presidents  of  this  mission.  The 
golden  years  lie  ahead.  I  pray  that  you  will  follow  President  and  Sister 
Snow's  leadership,  and  that  during  his  tenure  all  the  buildings  may  be 
paid  for  and  be  filled  to  overflowing  with  members  of  the  church.  I 
would  like  to  be  criticized  for  not  planning  our  chapels  to  be  big  enough, 
although  today  in  some  instances  they  appear  to  be  more  than  adequate. 

And  now  I'd  like  to  speak  for  a  moment  about  the  rewards  that 
have  come  to  us  as  a  result  of  our  service  in  the  mission  field.  First, 
perhaps  the  greatest  reward  is  the  opportunity  that  we  have  had  to 
work  with  the  wonderful  young  men  and  women  who  have  come  to  this 
land  as  missionaries.  We've  learned  to  love  them  all  and  feel  we  know 
whom  the  Lord  was  speaking  of  when  He  said,  "In  the  last  days  I  will 
give  you  pastors  after  my  own  heart".  We  feel  He  was  speaking  of  our 
missionaries. 

Another  of  our  great  rewards  is  in  being  able  to  meet  and  work  and 
mingle  with  the  members  of  the  church.  We  have  learned  to  love  them 
all  and  we  feel  that  we  will  walk  a  little  taller  for  the  balance  of  our 
lives  for  having  known  you.  We  pray  that  you  will  find  a  secure  and 
happy  place  in  our  Heavenly  Father's  Kingdom. 

We  are  grateful  also  for  the  effect  that  the  mission  has  had  upon 
our  family.  Perhaps  one  of  our  greatest  dividends  has  been  received  to- 
night when  we  heard  two  of  our  children  bare  their  testimonies  to  the 
truttifulness  of  the  gospel.  We  are  happy,  too.  that  one  of  our  sons  could 
go  from  here  to  serve  his  mission.
